U.S., Russia Alter Fusion Power Research

NEW YORE, Jan. 15 (NYT).— 
Potentially significant changes in 
direction are occurring in US, 
and Soviet efforts to discover a 
font of unlimited energy in 2 
fusion process like that which 
powers the sun, 

Soviet scientists, in seeking to 
achieve this by crushing pellets 
of nuclear fuel to superdensity, 
have decided to shift their em~ 
‘phasis from the use of laser beams 
to a method that, in the United 
States, is receiving only modest 
support. This is the use of elec- 
tron beams converging on the 
pellet at very high energy. 

In the United States roughly 
90 per cent of the funding.in this 
area of fusion research 15 on con~ 
verging pulses of laser light. In 
recent months, however, a new 
contender bas appeared—one that, 
apparently does not figure, so far, 
in the Soviet program.

French Cantonal Vote 
PARIS, Jan. 15 (Reuters!.—The 
government announced yesterday 
that France will hold cantonal 
elections on March 7 and 14—the 
first national ballot since Presi- 
dent Valéry Giscard d‘Estaing 
took office in May, 1974.

Pallottines.Told 
By Rome to Stop 


Financial Deals 


BALTIMORE, Jan, 15 (AP).— 
The Pallottine Fathers have been 
ordered by their rector general at 
the Vatican to halt all fund-rais- 
ing activities and financial trans- 
actions, Catholic officials report. 

The Very Rev. Nicholas Gor- 
man, the order's senior priest in 
Rome, has also directed a special 
commission of Pallottine priests 
not stationed in Baltimore to in- 
vestigate the fund-raising, invest- 
ment and joan practices of the 
Pallottines here. 

As a result, the Very Rev. 
Dominick Graziadio, provincial 
superior of the Pallattines’ Eastern 
U.S. Province, said that he was 
imposing a complete moratorium 
on all financia] activity pending 
completion of the church investi- 
gation. 

The Pallottines, a missionary 
order which conducts a huge 
direct mail fund-raising cam- 
paign, have come wnder increased 
scrutiny since it wag revealed last 
month that a $54,000 loan by the 
order to one of its financial 
advisers indirectly helped pay for. 
the 1974 divorcee of Maryland Gov. 
Marvin Mandel. 

Sinee then, published reports 
have said that the Pallottines 
have invested heavily in real

It is possible that, in the con- 
text of Kissinger’s negotiations over nuclear 
weapons, some kind of compromise on An- 
gola can be reached that would- bring a 
measure of stability there without wholly 
destroying the tentative cooperation that 
has been initiated by Washington and Mos- 
cow, And this, in turn, might lower the 
temperatures in other hot spots of the world 
—in the Middle East as well as in the Far 
East, where negotiations between Japan and 
China have evidently made the Soviets 
nervous. : 

At any rate, it 15 worth trying. Mr. Kis- 
singer’s journey te Moscow will not, of it- 
self, change any of the objective factors in 
the international equation. But agreement 
there could affect those factors beneficially 
—and any ray of hope in the encircling and 


confused gloom ef world politics is worth’ 


hailing. 


The Gulf 


The resignation of Bob Dorsey, chairman 
of Gulf Oj, and two other top executives, 
at the request of the company’s board of 
directors, ends a sorry episode in the history 
of one of America’s largest corporations. 
Gulf was far from alone in its clandestine 
and illegal political activities; and the 
greatest importance of the actions taken by 
its board in condemning its own past behav- 
ior may be the impact on other companies. 
Only this week, Securities and Exchange 
Commission chairman Roderick Hills noted 
that 30 major American corporations are 
under investigation for alleged bribery, kick- 
backs and illegal campaign contributions. 

It is crucial that Guilf's Mlegal and im- 
proper political activities be seen for what 
they were—an effort to circumvent the polit-. 
ical process because it was disrespected and 
because \t was felt that a company’s in- 
terests could be protected or advanced by 
buying political influence. 

There is no reason to think that Gulf's 
chairman was personally venal, or of poor 
character. On the contrary, at the time that 
the company’s offshore political slush fund 
was first set up over a decade ago, Mr. Dor~ 
sey was kept in the dark about it. However, 
by the time he became chairman, Gulf's 
secret political activities were well estab- 
Ushed and they continued—until the Water- 
gate affair lifted the lid. 

The special committee, set up by Gulf to 
satisfy the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission and a U.S. court for the District of 
Columbia, concluded that the evidence fell 
short of proving that Mr. Dorsey was in- 
formed of the illegal political activities of 
the company. But there is Hitle question

that Mr. Dorsey and other executives could 
have found out what was going on. 


In ἃ word, Mr, Dorsey, other top officers © 


and the board of directors were accountable. 
By its severe action against fts chairman, 
the Gulf board has now affirmed that prin~ 
ciple of accountability, its condemnation of 
unethical and illegal practices and its deter- 


mination that “such conduct shall never 


again occur within Gulf.”. 


‘This action by Gulf should have ἃ far 


more powerful effect on other companies 
than the wrist slaps administered thus far 
by politicians and the courts. Gulf itself 
paid a fine of a mere $5,000—a ludicrous 


amount for 2 muliibiliion-dollar corporation. _ 
Such mild reproof could well cause some 
cynical executives to conclude that, on a .. 


strict cost-benefit analysis, crime pays. The 
Gulf decision may help prove it does not. 

As culpable as Gulf are those politicians 
who were willing to accept, or induce, tilegal 


“contributions or bribes, often seeking to 


avoid knowing where the money was com- 
ing from. On Gulf’s beneficiary list was ἃ 
long list of highly placed poltticians tn both 
parties, 2 

Both American politics and American 
‘business have been badly soiled by this ilic- 
it business-government relationship. Gulf's 
decision to clean house demonstrates its 


_Tealization of the threat of corruption to. the 


very life of the company. The American 
people, and the nation’s political leaders, 


‘surely by this time recognize the threat of 


such cynicism and illegality te the decency, 
vigor and very existence of the democratic 
‘process.

Study Questions N.Y. Ability 
To Meet Its Financial Goals 


By James L. Rowe Jr. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15 (WP). 
—New York City is already fall- 
ing behind in the se¢asures need- 
ed to bring its budget back into 
balance by 1978, a two-week study 
of the city's finances by a major 
New York accounting firm has 
found. 

The report. commissicned by 
the U.S. Treasury Department, 
said, among other things. that 
the cuts the city must make in 
its spending levels are running 
behind projections, that city of- 
ficials may be too optimistic in 
their revenue projections and 
that the city's accounting and 
Teporting systems must be im 
proved substantially—and soon. 

‘The report, by Arthur Andersen 
ἃς Co. makes no conclusions 
about the city’s ability to mee> 


questions 
about its ability to g.:t back on 
its feet by 1978. 

The Treasury commissioned the 
study under the terms of the bili 
passed last year which authorizes 
the government to lend the city 
up to $23 ‘billion through June 
30, 1978. provided the Treasury 
secretary can determine “there 
is a reasonable prospect of re- 
payment.” 

Despite the overwhelmingly 
gloomy projections in the Ander- 
sen study Treasury Secretary 
William Simon said that be had 
“been able to conclude” that the 
city has a reasonable prospect 
of repaying the loans. 

The government already has 
advanced the city $370 million 
and expects to send it another 
$140 million today. 

Among the problems identified 
by Andersen: 

@ Budget expenditures were to 


ll 


be reduced by $110 million in the 
Year ending next June 30, but so 
far the city has achieved only 
$12 million in saying and only 
enough programs have been pin- 
pointed for cuts to decrease 
spending by $50 million a year. 
Those sayings have to grow to 
$543 millon in fiscal 1977 and to 
$851 million in fiscal 1978. This 
will “require major changes in 

operations which have not been 
identified to date.” 


® The city controllers office 
already has discovered $571 mil- 
lion in revenue losses over the 
next 2 1/2 years which the city 
will have to account for somehow. 

© The city assumes it will be 
able to hold all salary levels at 
1975-76 levels for the whole plan.

outlays are based on woefully out~ 
dated assumptions about mortal- 
ity, 50 that pension costs are not 
being reported and funded af the 
rate at which they are being in- 
curred.

While federal aid to the city

1978 are “factors which might pre- 
clude the end of federal financing 
for the city in 1978.”
